WASHINGTON - (l\>\ - President 


Roosevelt appealed to the iwlion Sun- 
day night for whole-hearted co-op- 
eration in a "complete, honest and ac- 
curate" census of thc''inemploycd this 
week. , 


In a country-wide radio broadcast 


.from the White House, he said the 
huge tnsk to be inaugurated Tuesday 
wiis necessary to furnish facts upon 
which the administration hopes to base 
a sound, long-range program of rc- 
cmployment. Unemployment, lie ob- 
servrrl, had delayed the balancing of 
the national budget. 


Asserting lhat unemployment relief 


is "of course, not the permanent cure," 
Mr. Roosevelt said. "The permanent 
cure lies in finding suitable jobs in 
industry and agriculture for all will- 
ing workers. It involves co-operative 
effort and planning which will lead to 
the absorption of this umuscd man- 
power in private industry."

The captain .'of the crew of 28, 7 of 


whom lost their lives, bore a bright 
gash across the nose to witness his 
story of how 'one seaman on. a raft 
with him went mad in the harrowing . 
hours before rescue and bit his cap- 
tain in the face" before he died. 


Joseph Cbrrie, 49, English seaman, 


said he felt the heavily-laden freighter 
give two lurches and "I walked off 
the deck into water." 


He couldn't swim, but grabbed a 


piece of timber and kept afloat, fight- 
ing off sharke that nipped at his 
ankles. ,

"I was the last to leave the ship, and 


.he last to be picked up," he said; 


All of the rescued men 
suffered 


from parched throats, but whether any 
were seriously ill could not be learned 
immediately. 


Commander Henry Coyle of the

without life-preservers and drowned, 


A third was pulled through his life- 


belt by a shark.

posure to wind, or sun, and the eating 
of certain foods. Many women have 
there regularly just before or during 
periodic functions. 


Most physicians are convinced that 


herpes or cold sores are due to a fil- 
terable virus—an organism sp small 
that it cannot be seen through an or- 
dinary microscope. U is believed that 
this organism affects the nervous sys- 
tem. 


Other physicians are convinced tha 


U* sores a« wholly of nervous- origin. 
Th« exact cause has not been abso 
lately established and there may be 
multiple causes. Fortunately, herpes 
or cold sores usually disappear within 
a week. They may, however, recur 


There are many different tratments 


/nost of them involving substances o: 
a drying character. Certainly it is im- 
portant to keep the areas clean be- 
cause any tissues damaged by blisters

A physician may use stronger rem- 


edies, depending of course on the state 
of the blisters at the time he first sees 
them. 


Few people consult a doctor about 


cold sores unless they happen to be 
secondarily infected or so many in 
number that they are a serious an- 
noyance.
